$32,500,000; Manitoba, $20,899,660; and

Traffic shows a record gain during 
the year.

CRIME !NCREASE IN WEST | 


R.N.W.M.P. Report to Parliament | 
Shows Violence Prevatent | 
Ottawa.—The report of Inspector | 
Jennings, commanding the Regina dis- 
trict of the R.N.W.M.P., incorporat- 
ed in the departmenial report sub- 
mitted by Premier Borden shows that 
during the vear ending September 30 


1912, 3,811 cases had been 
dealt with in the district and 3,741 
convictions obtained, as against 2,.| 


745 cases entered and 2,403 convice 
fons obtained in 1911. At the time 
of the compilation of the 1912 report! 
72 cases awaited trial. | 

The increase in the number fj 
cases in 1912 as compared with 1911, | 
Inspector Jennings points out, was 
nearly sixty per cent., and the in- 
crease in the number of convictions 
fifty-six, per cent. % 

There is, the report continues, a 
very noticeable increase in the num- 
ber of crimes of violence and offences 
against the person. This is, I think, 
attributable to a large extent to the 
large floating population, some a 
most undesirable class in the can1- 
try, and to the great number of for- 
eigners in our midst.

;and a woe is pronounced upon such 
}a8 go in the way of Cain (Matt, 
| xxiii, 85: 1 John iii, 12; Jude 11) 

All religions and religious people are 
; either of Cain or Abel. The devil is 
very religious and will tolerate and 
encourage every kind of religion that 
does not stand upon the great atone- 
ment, the precious blood of the substi- 
tute, the Lamb of God. 


It is impossible to know God or to 
approach Him or to worship Him ex: 
cept through Jesus Christ, even as He 
said: No man cometh unto the Father 
| but by me; wad again: Neither know- 
j eth any Man the Father save the Son 
bet he to whomsoever the Son will 

reveal Him (John xiv, 6; Matt. xi, 27). 
All religions are either a worship of 
demons or of God, according to Deut. 
xxxii, 17; 1 Cor. x, 20, and it is cer- 
tainly startling to,think that they are 
worshiping Gof, while in truth it is 
the way of Cain, because Jesus is not 
accepted as God, and God's wy of 
salvation is ignored. The only way 
of approach’ to God fs plainly taught 
in Gen. iii, 21, as stated in last week's 
lesson. Both Cain and Abel and all 
the other ehildren and grandchildren 
of Adam and Eve knew the way for 
Adam would not fail to teach them, 
but some, like Abel, accepted God's 
way, while others, like Cain, listened 
to the adversary and rejected the sac- 
Tifice and were therefore rejected by 
God. Cain and Abel are used as il- 
lustrations of all the rest. The Piar 
Isee and publican of Luke xviii, 10-14, 
show the same contrast. All who 
think that they are, good enough and 
moral and honest and good citizens 
and not sinners, like some others, and 
go about to establish their own right. 
;eousness and will not submit to the 
righteousness of God (Rom x, 3) area 
on the line of Cain. 

Those who confess their sins and 
plead for merey because of redemp 
tion are sure to get it. The presence 
‘of the Lord was manifest in the Ntam- 
ing sword at the cast of the garden of 
Eden, There, or as near as possible 
‘to it, these brothers came, like others, 
}to worship God. Abel came in God's 
appointed way with the sacrifice for 
sin, for “it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement” and “without shedding 
}of blood is no remission” (Lev. xvil, 
11; Heb. ix, 22). Cain brought a 
more beautiful offering than Abel, but 
there was no sacrifice for sin, no shed- 
ding of blood, no submission or obed- 
jience to God. The one was accepted, 
the other rejected, but how could they 
| tell? As we search the Scriptures to 
how God accepted sacrifice we 
learn from Lev ix, 24; Judg. vi, 21; 
11 Kings xviti, 88: 11 Chron, vii, 1; 

that His method was to send fire from 
j heaven to consume the offering. 

| As we see these two men and their 
,Offerings in the presence of the 
fliuaiing sword we must conclude that 
'the fire touched Abel's offering and 
; consumed it, while Cain's offering re- 
{mained untouched. The sword of di- 
| vine justice €emeanding a sacrifice for 
sin is no doubt referred to in Zech. 
xiii, 7, illustrated in Abraham with the 
fire and the knife, and in the four pas- 
sages just referred to, and fulfilled on 
Golgotha, 

In the Lord’s word to Cain in verse 
7 the words “Sin lieth at the dgor” 
are by Young translated “A sin offer- 
ing is crouching.” He could easily 
/ have obtained a lamb for an offering, 
\but that would have been an acknow- 
| ledgment that his younger brother 

was right, and his pride and his rebei- 
lious heam would not suffer him so to 
do. See him by his lie to God in 
jverse 9 still further confessing him- 
self a child of the devil, the father of 
lies (John viii, 44). By his further 
word “Am ] my brother's keeper?” he 
represents all who care not for the 
welfare of others, but selfishly scek 
only their own. 

In Ex. xii, 4, our neighbor is the 
one with whom we can share the lamb; 
in the good Samaritan story it is the 
one in distress of any kind whom we 
may help. Note in verse 10 how the 
yoice of his brother's blood cried un- 
to the Lord, and what shall be said 
of the blood shed on Golgotha, which 
is ever crying in salvation for those 
who hear, but in vengeance for those 
who refuse? (11 Thess. i, 7, 8). May 
the two questions of Gen. iil, 9; iv, 9; 
hold us in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. “‘Where art thou?” “Where: 
is thy brother?” The only way in 
which Cain could go out from the pre- 
sence of the Lord (verse 16) was by 
going away from the place of His 
manifested presence in the garden of 
Eden,

In a recent thoughtful review of the 
dct J of 1912 a western writer has 
this to say of Grand Trunk Pacific 
methods: : / ;

monton to Calgury, which Tuns / 
through 233 miles of the richest farm- 
ing country in the west and which 
eventually extends to the International 
boundary, where it will connect with 
railways giving direct communication | 
to the important cities of the United | 
States. Along this line are all of 
the conditions which go to make up 
wealthy farming communities, and 
thriving young cities: 
Grand Trunk Pacific been intent on/ 
making sales alone, it might have 
planted, boomed and sold a ‘dozen 
j cites between Calgary and Edmon- 
ton. and might perhaps have made an | 
immediate profit of séveral million | 
dollars. But the road looked ahead | 
to the reaction. So it sent out its 
best engineers and investigated, and 
in the end decided ‘to build but one | 
city in that distance. of 283 miles, in- 
stead of several. At the same timo 
it placed on a dozen or more smaller 
townsites, which were fn no way to 
be advertised as possible big towns; 
but which were to be made thriving 
little places serving the needs of their 
communities, But'midway between 
Calgary and Edmonton, 123 miles froin 
the former and 111 from the latte., 
was found the ideal location‘and con- 
ditions for a town that would become 
a city. It is not a,“happen-chance” 
town, it is the divisional point of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific between Calgary 
and Edmonton and though it is only 
a little over a year old, it already has 
five miles of track with three more un- 
der way, repair shops, round-houses, 
stock yards, elevators, hotels, over 30 
places doing a hustling business and 
approximately 500 people.
